WAS UNLOADING COAL 


At Eacine, Wis., Docks This 


Morning When Accident

June 11. — Four 


dead, two injured and five reported 
missing, is the result of the explo- 
sion of the boiler of the steam barge 
E. M. Peck, of Duluth, unloading 
fcoal at the Pugh coal docks in Ra- 
cine harbor this morning. The above 
number of casualties was given out 
by the officers of the vessel imme- 
diately after the accident. 
Further 


than this they would not 
commit 


themselves. 
The stern of the boat is blown 


away and a stubborn fire is threat- 
ening the steamer with total destruc- 
tion. The police and fire departments 
and volunteers are making 
desper- 


ate efforts to 
locate the 
missing 


men.

OLD BRIDGE 


ABOUT READY 


TO COLLAPSE 


Residents 
of the South 
Second 


strei.-i hill districi "hollered" before 
vhey wore hurt auording to develop- 
ments Tuesday night and Wednesday 
morning. The out ing off of all com- 
munication with that portion of the 
city will not amount to much more 
than 21 hours all told, as a bridge 
suitable for pedestrians and wagons 
will be opened probably before the 
ink is dry on these printed words. 


'A representative of the 
Advocate 


was invited to viMt the scene of the 
bridge 
construction 
Wednesday 


morning and found the 
temporary 


bridge half way across the stream 
immediately 
west 
of the 
present 


structure. 
The location of the tem- 


porary structure \\iii not necessitate 
a drive of more than thirty feet to 
the west of the old bridge. 


The visit of the reporter revealed 


a number of other interesting fac-ts 
regarding the Second street bridge. 
The most important fact was that 
the arrangements for a new bridge 
were not made u day too soon. The 
present bridge was in immediate dan- 
ger of collapsing and the real won- 
der is thav it did not go out during 
the flood or fall with a heavy load. 


The removal of the flooring from 


the old bridge revealed the fact that 
the girders and truss rods bearing 
most of the weight of the bridge as 
well as the traffic, were ba,dly rusted 
in some 
cases rusted 
completely 


through, so the loose ends rattled 
badly. 
On the 
north end 
of the 


bridge the end post on the east side 
of the structure is rusted completely 
through on one side. It is feared that 
its removal in tact will be difficult. 
Foreman Huffman who is in charge 
of the construction work states that 
it is a great wonder that the bridge 
did not fall owing to its badly rusted 
and worn condition. 


In explaining the construction of 


the temporary crossing Mr. Huffman 
stated that it was necessary 'to use 
the 
timber from the old bridge to 


save the heavy expense of buying en- 
tirely new timber. 


According to the specifications for 


the new structure, there will be 210 
feet more of clear space in the river 
channel than is under the 
present 


bridge. There will be two piers un- 
der the new structure and both will 
be set with the natural current of 
the stream. 
These piers will each 


offer but fivf feel of resistance to the 


r-o-nt in times of freshets. 
The ETDS and water mains which at 


present form an obstruction to the 
now or water, will also be removed 
and will he carried on top of the 
bridge. 
This will make it possible 


to clear the channel of a great quan- 
tity of rip-rap 
work which 
was 


dumped into the si ream to protect 
the mains and which naturally ob- 
structed the flow of water. 


"We coulfln't -expect to have an 


improvement of this character with- 
out soiive inconvenience at least for 
a short time," said a member of (he 
iSouth 
Side 
Citizens' 
association. 


"The commissioners and the contrac- 
tors are looking after the interests 
of South Siders and 
they needn't 


fear that the Second street hill dis- 
trict will suffer."

box was periodically opened and the 
contents submitted to the czar. This 
method of receiving petitions was also 
found to be unworkable. The extent 
to which the subjects of the czar avail 
themselves of the court's privileges 
may be gathered from the fact that as 
many as G5.000 odd petitions have been 
presented in a year.

told about him is R O B I N HOOD 
true la quite another matter. 
It 
is 


hard In writing of Robin Hood to sift 
fact from legend. 
This story can but 


tell the popular version of his career 
without vouching for its entire truth. 


Robin Hood Is said to have been 


born in 1160, and to have been a no- 
bleman's son who, through injustice, 
was outlawed. 
He too kref: i-e 
in 


Sherwood forest, in Nottinghamshire, 
England. 
There he gathered 
about 


him a band of unfortunate men as des- 
perate as himself, and prepared to 
make war on the world at large. 


It was a rude, violent age. 
Human 


life was held lightly. 
Laws were bar- 


barous. 
For shooting deer in the roy- 


lal forests the penalty was torture and 
(for 
the second offense) death. 
The 


barons and other rich and powerful 
men could overtax and ill-use the poor 
almost without restraint. Persons who 
suffered under such tyranny had usu- 
ally no redress. 
Often they revenged 


themselves by plundering their 
for- 


mer masters and by preying on human- 
ity at large. 
Says one old historian 


(Stow). 


"In this time were many robbers and 


outlaws, among which Robin Hood and 
Little John, renowned theeves, contin- 
ued in the woods, despoyling and rob- 
bing the goodes of. the rich. The said 
Robin suffered no woman to be op- 
pressed 
or 
molested. 
Poore men's 


goodes he spared; abtmdantlie reliev- 
ing them with that which by theft he 
got from the houses of the rich. 
Of 


all theeves Maior (an early writer) af- 
flrmeth him to be the prince and the 
most gentle theefe.'* 


Robin and his band dwelt in the 


greenwood, patrolling the 
highroads 


and holding up rich travelers. Espe- 
cially did they enjoy capturing dishon- 
est money lenders and cruel landlords. 
Robin's favorite method with such pris- 
oners was to conduct them to his se- 
ret glade and there regale them with 
a feast. (The food consisted largely 


f stolen deer and 
dainties 
filched 


rom noblemen's larders.) 
After the 


neal he would suggest that they pay 
or their entertainment by giving him 
all their money and jewels. 
At other 


imes he would go, disguised, to some 
own, 
make friends with a local rich 


man and under some pretext lure him, 
o the forest. 


That Robin did not steal from the 


poor was not an especially noble trait. 
The poor had nothing worth stealing. 
Moreover, by helping 
the 
peasants 


vith a little money now and then he 
made them his friends and gave them 
in Interest in warning him against hia 
)ursuers. 


Robin and his men were splendid 
rchers. 
Their skill with bow and 


arrow reached the king's ears. 
Hig 


majesty is said to have been so much 
pleased with the band's archery that 


pardoned them all. But Robin 


could not long remain out of trouble 
3e fell foul of the law once more, anc 
he sheriff of Nottingham was sent 
o crush him. In the woodland battle 
that followed the sheriff's men were 
icaten off. Soon afterward Robin fel 
dangerously ill. There was no surgeon 
nearby. 
So his men carried him to a 


convent, where his cousin was a Jay 
sister. 
She had groat repute In medi 


Mne and Robin thought she might save 
lim. 
She dared not refuse shelter to 


Jie sick man for fear of his followers' 
wrath. 
But she dared not cure him, 


lest the king should hear that the 
convent had harbored and 
aided an 


outlaw. So, according to the story, she 
opened a vein in his arm and left him 
to bleed to death. 


When the dying man learned of her 


treachery he set his bugle to his lips 
;nd blew a feeble blast. Little John, 
bis lieutenant, heard it, and rushed to 
the sick room. Robin, so runs the old 
ballad, forbade Little John to take ven- 
geance on the convent. Then, setting 
arrow to bow for the last time, he 
sent the shaft whiz/ing out through an 
open window and begged to be buried 
at the spot where his arrow should 
strike earth. 


A likeable, rollicking, 
sentimental 


outlaw. 
His life story (even stripped 


of all legend and folklore) seems 
to 


entitle him to a goodly place among 
Historic Blackguards.
